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Rabies Law Passe 
Effective Juae 1 


Big Election 


The City Council voted unanimously Tuesday night to require 
the inoculation of dogs in Sierra Madre against rabies. 

The vote was taken after the proposal was debated thor¬ 
oughly and after the second and final reading of the ordinance 
which provides that every dog over the age of six months must 
be inoculated unless the owner 
has a certificate proving past 
vaccination. 

The ordinance will become 
effective June 1, 30 days before 
new dog licenses are required. 

The City Council will work 
closely with the PTA which, as 
in past years, will conduct a 
clinic during the early part of 
June to inoculate dogs. The 
PTA fee in the past for inocu-

the polls this Tuesday to decide whether the school tax rate 1 
can be raised by 55 cents per hundred dollars of assessed va 
tion. If approved, the new rate for city schools will be $1.45. 

As a spur to voter participation, a parade of school chit 
and other proponents .of the 
tax increase is set for 11:30 
a.m. Saturday through city 
streets. 

Those wishing to take part in 
the parade should meet at 10 
a.m. Saturday at the Sierra 
Madre School. John H. Curtis, 
president of the Civic Atfairs 
Association, is parade marshal. 

There has been no increase 
in the Sierra Madre tax rate 
since 1937, except for a one- 
year boost to build an annex 


lating dogs was $1. 

Dog owners who do not use 
the PTA services must have 
their pets inoculated against 
rabies by a veterinarian if they 
hope to receive a dog license. 

The ordinance provides for 
the use of either chick-embryo 
or tissue-phenolized vaccine. 

If the former is used, the dog 
must be inoculated again with¬ 
in two years; if tissue-pheno¬ 
lized vaccine is used, the rein¬ 
oculation period is one year. 

Violation of the ordinance is 
punishable by a fine of not 
more than $500 or six months’ 
imprisonment or both. 

Letters protesting the ordi¬ 
nance were read over the sig¬ 
natures of Edith W. Smith, 277 
W. Highland; Ruth Herzberg, 
32 N. Lima; Mr. and Mrs. John 
Yeckley, 529 W. Orange Grove, 
and Mrs. Hazel Stiles, 217 N. 
Lima. 

The letters reiterated past 
arguments that compulsory in¬ 
oculation is an invasion of hu¬ 
man rights, that there has been 
no rabies in Sierra Madre in 50 
years and that strict enforce¬ 
ment of the leash law would 
make a rabies inoculation law 
unnecessary. 

One letter in favor of the or¬ 
dinance was read from Edward 
A. Davey, 84 Monterey Lane. 

Speaking in favor of the law 
were Col. Walter D. Thurber, 
480 Manzanita, and Mrs. Alice 
S. Hawley, 313 Sycamore Place. 

Mrs. Grace R. Vane, 220 E. 
Sierra Madre Blvd., said the 
assessor through reappraisal of San question appeared to be one of 

human rights versus animal 
rights. She suggested strict en¬ 
forcement of the leash law and 
inoculation of dogs that are 
permitted to run loose. 

Mrs. Rita Del Mar, of El 
Monte, a representative of Hu¬ 
mane Affiliates, a state organi¬ 
zation, spoke once again for 
several Sierra Madre women 
who protested the ordinance. 

Discussion of the ordinance 
was started by the City Coun¬ 
cil several weeks ago because 
of the increase of the disease 
in Los Angeles County. The 
county put to death 212 dogs in 
1955, all of them diagnosed 
positively as rabid. 

Further, 523 persons in 1955 
in this county underwent the 
painful and somewhat danger¬ 
ous Pasteur treatment after ex¬ 
posure to the disease. 

In other action, the Council: 

1. Adopted procedures for the 
election April 10 of two Council 
members, the city clerk and 
city treasurer. 

2. Passed a resolution calling 
for bids on parking district 
bonds. More than $39,000 in 
bonds will be sold to cover the 
cost of that part of the new 
parking district for which there 
are no assessments. 

3. Approved the recommenda¬ 
tion of Councilman Harold Rob¬ 
erts that Dan Strite, 555 N. 
Auburn, be appointed to the 
Los Angeles Watershed Com¬ 
mission. Mr. Roberts recently 
resigned from the commission. 


Methodists

For Sanctuary

Groundbreaking ceremonies 
were held at the Sierra Madre 
Methodist Church last Sunday 
in the wake of an announce¬ 
ment by the pastor, Dr. Chilton 
C. McPheeters, that efforts of 
the past two weeks had added 
almost $14,000 to the Building 
Fund for the new church sanc¬ 
tuary. 

The Rev. John W. Black, dis- 
t r i c t superintendent of the 
Whittier District, preached at 
the 11 o’clock hour and pre¬ 
sided at the Quarterly Confer¬ 
ence and Congregational Meet¬ 
ing which gave formal approv¬ 
al and authorization to plans 
and financing for the new 
structure. 

Adjourning to the building 
site, the congregation gathered 
around the perimeter of the 
proposed building which had 
been outlined in string. 

There a brief groundbreak¬ 
ing ceremony was conducted 
by the district superintendent. 

The initial shovel of earth 
was turned by Dr. McPheeters. 
Those who followed in turn 
were the Rev. John W. Black, 
Fred Brerton, lay leader of the 
church; Ernest Phillips, chair¬ 
man of the Board of Trustees, 
and Dr. Frank Williams, exec¬ 
utive secretary of the Board of 
Missions and Church Extension 
of the Southern California,Ari¬ 
zona Conference. 

The occasion culminated in a 
dinner for members and friends 
of the church at Gwinn’s Res¬ 
taurant in Pasadena. 

Because of the continuing 
rising building costs, such as 
the recent advance in redwood 
due to the floods in Northern 
California, there is need for 
another $15,000. 

It is the hope of the Build¬ 
ing Committee that interested 
friends who have not as yet in¬ 
dicated any support for the cur¬ 
rent project will come forward 
and make possible the realiza¬ 
tion of the amount yet needed.

Some Final Tax Answers 


Polls in the election Tues¬ 
day will be open from 7 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. Voting places are: 

Sierra Madre School. 141 
W. Highland; City Hall, 55 
W. Sierra Madre Blvd.; Can¬ 
yon Bathhouse, 544 Woodland 
Drive, and Sierra Madre 
Parkhouse, 25 S. Hermosa. 


Opposition to the proposed 55-cent increase has been almost 
non-existent so far. The Sierra Madre News has received only 
two letters opposing it. Both were unsigned. 

We hope this means that the school tax will be passed over¬ 
whelmingly, that disbanded school services will be reinstated, 
that teachers’ salaries will be increased and that the school 
budget will be placed on a sound footing. 

But just in case opposition does develop—as it did in the 
final minutes before the last election on the same proposal—we 
believe some questions should be answered before they are 
raised. 

Before the last election, the opposition, in a paid advertise¬ 
ment, said the "tax was not needed because Sierra Madre’s 
steady growth has produced above normal assessed valuation, 
which has been responsible for our present 90-cent tax rate.” 

THE FACTS— Assessed valuation is one-quarter to one-third 
of market value. Sierra Madre is not above normal. We remained 
at the 90-cent rate by eliminating many services, spending all 
reserves, postponing repairs and renovations, and holding teach¬ 
ers’ salaries to a minimum. 

The ad stated: 

“Sierra Madre’s present assessed valuation will be further 
increased by the county 
Gabriel Valley this year. 

THE FACTS —The county assessor said that property is 
reappraised continually as market values change—either up or 
down. There are no wholesale reappraisals. County employes 
work the year around at this job. 

The ad stated: 

“Sierra Madre’s present assessed valuation will again be 
further increased through proposed master City Zoning Plan.” 

THE FACTS— Property rezoned to business is worth more, 
and will be taxed accordingly. The rezoning effected a relatively 
small part of the city. 

The ad stated; 

“Sierra Madre’s high assessed valuation and tax rate of 90 
cents . . . has produced a current cost of $249.98 to educate each 
pupil. This is comparable with other San Gabriel Valley cities 

. (Azusa, $244.05; Whittier, $251.89, and El Monte, $259.15.)” 

THE FACTS —Neighboring home communities are Arcadia, 
$300.53; Temple City, $260.92; San Marino, $326.62; San Gabriel, 
$278.44; Pasadena, $302.78. Sierra Madre is low.

in 1951. Last spring, a light 
turnout of voters rejected a 55- 
cent tax increase proposal. 

No town in Los Angeles 
County has a lower rate than 
Sierra Madre’s present 90-cent 
one, and only eight other towns 
in the county have a rate as 
low as this city. 

Those in favor of the tax in¬ 
crease hope it will pass over¬ 
whelmingly. 

“Never in the history of 
Sierra Madre,” said Mr. Curtis, 
“have the people faced such an 
important decision . . . They 
will either go ahead or brand 
Sierra Madre as a second-rate 
town.” 

Mrs. Claude Brown, co-presi¬ 
dent with her husband of the 
PTA, said: 

“Many people who just did 
not understand how great was 
the need for the raise voted 
against it last year. Now that 
they have been fully informed 
they are strongly for it ... ”

Mrs. Paul Johnson of Sierra Madre 
lost all of her personal possessions whe 
their village development project, hat 
describing the riot. 

The project destroyed was 
one of five directed by Mr. 

Johnson in East Jordan under 
the auspices of the American 
Friends Committee. 

Mrs. Johnson’s letter, written 
to Mrs. T. M. R. Parker and 
dated Ammon, Jordan, Jan. 12, 

1956, follows: 

“Yesterday morning between 
10 and 12 the Jordan Project 
was completely wiped out. A 
mob, estimated by the Jerasli 
Commandant of Police to be 
over 2,000, arrived 15 mins, 
alter Paul and I had been evac¬ 
uated by said police. 

“We were taken to the Jerash 
Police Station, and from its po¬ 
sition, high on a hill, we could 
look over the intervening miles 
and see one building after an¬ 
other being fired and the 
smoke curling up lazily over 
the forest trees. 

• We lost everything—I mean 
everything. We came away 
with the clothes on our backs 
—and as luck would have it, 
our oldest clothes, for I was 
starting to mimeograph the 
quarterly Activity Report and 
Paul was planning to walk over 
to see how the Dibbin farmers 
were doing with their hole-dig¬ 
ging for new trees. 

“The place was looted or 
burned so that, according to the 
police who stood helplessly by, 
not one shred of anything was 
left. And why? Don’t ask us, 
because we don’t know. 

“The performance was in¬ 
spired by Suf people, a village 
outside of our area with whom 
we have had nothing to do. 

And who inspired the Suf 
people? Well, there are various 
theories current. We hope to be 
able to track the thing down 
one day. 

“Paul and I were the only 
staff at the project at the time. 

Dale was in Ramaliah, Moussa 
and Haseeb on leave in Beirut, 
and Munther and Abu Butros 
had set forth Sunday morning 
for the West Bank to get trees 
from the Gov’t, nursery there 
and do other project errands. 

“They were turned back just 
past the Jordan river and had 
a fairly harrowing time return¬ 
ing to the project. At Suweilah, 
the town on the Amman-Jeru- 
salem road at which you turn 
off to go to Jerash and our 
project, they learned from a 
villager of one of our villages 
that the project had been 
burned. 

"You can imagine how they 
felt. They were fearful for us 
and rushed to the project as 
fast as they could but were 
turned back by the police—the 
mob was in full cry and busily 
at their destructive work. They 
finally joined us at the Jerash 
police station. 

“We stayed in the police sta¬ 
tion all day. By mid-afternoon 
we were finally able to get a 
phone call through to Amman 
to the Embassy. After night¬ 
fall a convoy of two truckloads 
of Arab Legionnaires plus a big 
Land Rover arrived to get us to 
Amman. (Note from Paul John¬ 
son; Convoy for two of the 
harmless people called Quakers 
—in the best style!) 

“Amman has been under 
strict curfew for three days, 
with people allowed on the 
streets to buy food, etc., only 


between 3 and 5 p.m. No planes 
have come in or gone out of 
the Kingdom for several days, 
no surface traffic has moved 
between towns and the tele¬ 
phone wires have been cut be- 
twen Amman and Jerusalem. 
Nobody knows nuttin’! 

Although the Johnsons have 
been in Jordan only about 2',6 
years, on the project, Mr. John¬ 
son spent long months before 
that traveling over the Middle 
East searching for the most 
useful place for the American 
Friends Service Committee to 
work. 

In conjunction with the Jor¬ 
dan Government, it was de¬ 
cided to tfy to bring help into 
the food-growing areas. The 
entire project was aimed at 
helping the Arab to help him¬ 
self—a Point 4 program on the 
lowest level. 

No elaborate equipment was 
brought in; rather, the Quakers 
tried to use the tools the Arab 
used, and to produce more and 
more varied food crops. 

Two of the biggest successes 
were introducing land-terracing 
and a blight-resistant grape 
vine. 

The Johnsons report that they 
were beginning to find under¬ 
standing and acceptance and 
interest in the five villages 
which have lived in unbeliev¬ 
able poverty for generations. 
No matter the destruction, they 
feel they surely have brought 
hope and a glimpse of brother¬ 
hood into the villages.

“A smaller budget, well plan¬ 
ned and properly budgeted, 
goes further than twice as 
many improperly planned and 
managed.” But before this he 
(or she) has suggested that if 
the repairs to the leaky roof 
run $15,000 or higher, perhaps 
it is not worth fixing and a 
new auditorium would be less 
expensive. Do the children 
spend their school hours in the 
new auditorium while the 
classroom roof falls in? Would 
any home owner feel it good 
planning and proper manage¬ 
ment to build a new family 
room on their home rather than 
fix the roof over the whole of 
the rest of the house? Or is 
this suggestion just the typical 
red herring thrown out to con¬ 
fuse the issue and perplex the 
voters?

Some Facts You Should Know 
About the School Tax Issue

As all our readers must know by now, The News would like 
to see the city’s voters approve the increased school tax. 

In our front-page editorial this week are presented some of 
the reasons for The News’ stand. In addition, we thought it would 
be a good idea to attempt to answer here some of the many 
questions pertaining to the use and distribution of tax money 
which have been voiced during the past several weeks. Here 
they are: 

Q—How much is property assessed in Sierra Madre? 

A—One-third to one-quarter of market value. 

Q—What is the elementary school tax for operating expenses 
for Sierra Madre? 

A—90 cents. 

Q—How much is the increase being asked on Jan. 31? 

A—55 cents. 

Q—What is the difference between bond money and general 
fund money? 

A—Bond money can be spent only for the specific purpose 
voted on, generally for land and buildings. General fund is for 
operating the school, but can be spent for buildings if necessary. 

Q—Why is the school board asking for such a large increase 

all at once? 

A—Because, just as in a family situation, everything happens 
at once, so with the school. Needed repairs, unprecedented 
increase in enrollment, with increased costs in all lines, and 
surrounding communities providing salaries to attract our 
teachers. 

Q—How long is the 55 cents to be in effect? 

A—Ten years. 

Q—Don’t taxes ever go down? 

A—Yes. In 1958 the last payment will be made on the 
Highland Ave. building and taxes will decrease by 12 cents. 
Pasadena also lowered Sierra Madre’s tax bill in the secondary 
schools district by 55 cents this year. 

Q—What will the 55 cents on the tax bill mean to me? 

A—The average home owner will pay $16.50 for the added 
55 cents. Consult your tax bill: add net real property and net 
personal property, multiply total by 55, and don't forget the four 
decimal places. 

Q—What are the alternatives if the tax is not approved? 

A—Overcrowded classes. Loss of outstanding teachers due 
to inability to meet salary schedules. Rapid deterioration of the 
building and closing of some rooms. Further loss of services, i.e., 
custodian, gardener, nurse. 

Q—How much will the 55-cent increase provide annually? 

A—About $55,000. 

Q—What if increased assessments provide more? 

A—The board has said that $55,000 is needed and will be 
appropriated; if increased assessments provide more, the tax will 
be less. 

Q—What is the $55,000 to be used for? 

A—$19,500 for teachers, including new teachers, restoring 
music teacher, and salary increases. 

$8,000 for extensive repairs, to be done annually for seven 
years, on roof, heating, and wiring. 

$4,500 to restore bus service and cafeteria service, including 
purchase of bus spread over a five-year period. 

$54)00 for additional help: clerical, custodial, and gardener, 
as well as covering increases in salaries. 

$2,500 for new equipment, repairs to old, and furniture for 
classrooms. 

$3,000 for painting, soundproofing classrooms, resurfacing, 
and dust control to playgrounds, and creation of new plcry areas. 

$7,500 for tuition increases as the "war babies" reach the 
junior high schools. 

$54)00 for general reserves, which have been depleted. 

Q—Where has the money gone in previous years? 

A—For the most part, salaries. In a $237,740 budget, $159,675 
was for salaries; $47,500 for tuition to Pasadena for 7th and 8th 
graders; $30,583 for all supplies and equipment inside and out¬ 
side the two school buildings, for all utilities and insurance, and 
for the million and one small items needed to operate a school. 

We repeat: Get out and vote YES on the tax increase next 
Tuesday. Your children deserve it.

as Sierra Madre Elementary 
School) was built on the 
grounds just in front of the for¬ 
mer frame building. 

The building itself is just as 
it was in the photo at lower 
right, with 17 classrooms, built 
at a cost of $210,000. 

In 1938 the seventh, and in 
1939 both the seventh and 
eighth grades returned to Sier¬ 
ra Madre School. Since 1949 
both grades have attended Wil¬ 
son and Marshall Junior High 
Schools in Pasadena. 

In 1951 the annex of four 
classrooms on the NE area of 
the grounds was built at a cost 
of $79,000. 

In 1954 Sierra Mesa School, 
with seven classrooms, was 
built on eight acres of land 
on Canon Ave. at a cost of 
$242,000. 

The city in 1937 had a 17- 
room school with 14 teachers. 
443 pupils, a 90-cent general 
purposes school tax, and a $2.19 
IN 1930 THE present Sierra total school tax. In 1951 the 
Madre School (also inscribed school had 21 rooms, 23 teach - 


15 acres of Mr. Carter’s land at 
the NW corner of Baldwin and 
Central (Sierra Madre Blvd.) 
and built the original two-room 
building. 

Kindergarteners at this time 
were taught by a private teach¬ 
er in town. In 1902 the school 
district was changed to Sierra 
Madre School District, and in¬ 
cluded the areas of Sierra 
Madre, Hastings Ranch and 
Villa. 

The large pepper tree re¬ 
maining in Kersting Court was 
one of the ones in the photo at 
upper right, which were plant¬ 
ed shortly after the building 
was completed. 

In 1902 the three-room school 
had at least three teachers, 79 
pupils, and a 25-cent general 
purposes school tax. 


In 1882 the first schoolhouse 
—and the first public building 
—was built and donated by N. 
C. Carter on his tract of 1,103 
acres, purchased in 1881, which 
later was to become the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

It was located on the NW 
corner of what now is Hermosa 
and Orange Grove Avenues. 
Sierra Madre then was a part 
of the Santa Anita School Dis¬ 
trict, which served the wide 
area of Chapman’s Ranch, La- 
manda Park District, the Villa, 
and the Arcadia and Monrovia 
Districts as well as our own, 
which in 18&3 was represented 
by 17 families. 

In 1882 the one-room build¬ 
ing had one teacher, 13 pupils 
from the first through the 
eighth grades, and a general 
purposes school tax of 18 cents.

The Monrovia-Duarte Eve¬ 
ning High School now is ad¬ 
ministering California Achieve¬ 
ment Tests to civilians inter¬ 
ested in obtaining an evening 
high school diploma. These 
tests are in three parts and 
cover reading, mathematics 
and language. 

The evening high school also 
is the official testing agency 
for the General Educational De¬ 
velopment tests given to vet¬ 
erans who wish to obtain a 
diploma. 

These tests, if passed, entitle 
the student to a diploma pro¬ 
viding certain specific subjects 
at completed at Monrovia-Du¬ 
arte Evening High School.
